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Mercenaries 
Aid Belgians 
Held Captive 


4th American 
Slain, Another 
Still Missing 


I EOPOLDVTLLE, the Congo 
(A*.*)—White mercenaries have 
rescued from 155 to 160 rebel 
hostages in a cotton-growing re­ 
gion about 260 miles north of 
Stanleyville, a Belgian Embassy 
spokesman said today. 
The report came as the rebels 
fought back in Stanleyville, the 
fallen insurgent capital seized a 
week 
ago. 
The 
airport 
was 
closed by rebel fire and most of 
the city was reported in rebel 
hands. 
A fourth American missionary 
was reported slain by the rebels 
—William 
McChesney, 
28, 
Phoenix, Ariz. His parents in 
Phoenix said they had received 
reports from his organization, 
the 
World 
Wide 
Evangelical 
Crusade, that he was killed at 
Wamba. 
The report of the latest rescue 
operation said most of those 
rescued were Belgian. 
There was no word from a 
fifth U.S. missionary who re­ 
mained in rebel territory at 
Bopepe. She is Mary Baker of 
Richmond, Va., whose unevan­ 
gelized field mission is at Bala 
Cynwyd, Pa. 
The hostages were freed at 
Dingila 
and 
Bambili in the 
northeastern Congo. 
Some of the hostages have al­ 
ready been flown to Leopold­ 
ville. 
Bambili and Dingila are ha the 
heart of a cotton-growing 
re­ 
gion about 110 miles northeast 
of Buts, the mercenaries’ opera­ 
tional base. 
The embassy spokesmen said 
that the rescue reduced the 
number of Belgians still trapped 
by the rebels to about 250, al­ 
though previous reports had said 
500 to 1,000 whites remained 
after 
the 
Belgian 
paratroop 
rescue mission ended last week. 
Most of these were said to be 
Belgians. 
Congolese government troops, 
led by 30 white mercenaries, 
captured the town of Bunia 
Monday, north of Stanleyville, 
where several hundred white 
hostages were believed held. 
None was found.

Die in Fires 
In 2 States

House fires took the lives of 
at least a dozen children early 
today. 
Seven died in a two-story

The Baltimore fire was de­ 
scribed by Deputy Fire Chief 
Roland Wett as “ very suspi­ 
cious.”

Wett said the seven dead 
were all sleeping on the second 
floor.

Soviet's Zond 2 
Has Problems 
Joining Mariner 


MOSCOW (AP) — A Soviet 
space probe has joined Ameri­ 
ca’s Mariner 4 on the long road 
to Mars, but the Russians an­ 
nounced today that their space­ 
craft is not working properly. 
Zond 2 — Zond is Russian for 
probe — was launched Monday 
from a heavy satellite circling 
the earth, an official announce­ 
ment 
said. 
Radio 
reports 
showed its power supply “is ap­ 
proximately 50 per cent below 
the expected,” the announce­ 
ment by Tass, the Soviet news 
agency, said.

Youth Seek 
SOP Change 


House Leaders 
May Face Fight 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Much 
phone calling, letter writing and 
huddling is going on among 
younger 
House 
Republicans. 
The 
subject: 
Can they 
and 
should they try to change the 
image of their party’s congres­ 
sional leadership? 
The latest bubble to surface 
from this inner ferment is a call 
by a group af so-called “Young 
Ttok” Republicans for a party 
caucus in mid-December. 
House 
Republican 
Leader 
Charles A. Halleck of Indiana 
had set the meeting for the 
morning of Jan. 4, the day Con­ 
gress reopens. This presumably 
would leave time for only the 
usual routine party matters, not 
for a major discussion of party 
policy. 
Halleck is the main projector 
in 
the 
House 
of 
the 
“Old 
Guard’” 
image 
which 
some 
younger Republicans object to 
and want to change. 
Halleck, vacationing in the 
South, doesn’t appear to be wor­ 
ried. He relayed word through a 
spokesman Monday that “if the 
members want to meet earlier, 
it’s all right with me.” 
Pushing the December meet­ 
ing is a group led by Reps. 
Charles E. Good ell of New York 
and Robert P. Griffin of Michi­ 
gan. This is the same group that 
staged a minor revolt against 
Halleck’s wishes two years ago. 
At that time they slipped Rep. 
Gerald R. Ford of Michigan 
chi to the House leadership lad­ 
der by ousting and Old Guards­ 
man, Rep. Charles B. Hoeven of 
Iowa, from the chairmanship of 
the caucus. 
Ford, 49, a trim and persona­ 
ble former football star, regards 
himself as about as conserva­ 
tive as Halleck politically. But 
some of the “Young Turks” be­ 
lieve he might furnish the new 
image they desire. 
At any rate, Ford appears to 
be just about the only 
House 
Republican in sight who could 
possibly attract a large enough 
following conceivably to oust 
Halleck. The current objective 
of the younger members is not 
to try to depose Halleck as floor 
leader, however, but to widen 
the base of party policymaking 
in Congress. 


Services Held

spacecraft was expected to be 
in the vicinity of Mars. Mariner 
4, launched on Saturday, is ex­ 
pected to pass the planet in mid- 
July. 
U.S. scientists hope Mariner 4 
will pass within 8,600 miles of 
Mars after a space voyage of 
more than 300 million miles. 
If Mariner succeeds, it will 
take photographs as it passes 
Mars and relay them to earth. 
The Russians gave no indication 
of information they expect from 
Zond 2. 
In Washington, a spokesman 
for the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration said 
the Soviet attempt at Mars 
came as no surprise. He said 
the favorable period for a Mars 
launch was Nov. 4 to Dec. 4 and 
“this means that they got in 
with their shot just before the 
‘window’ closed, just as we 
did.”

Urgent Need 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Consol­ 
idation of the Western Maryland 
Railway with the Baltimore and 
Ohio and Chesapeake and Ohio 
is urgently needed to meet high­ 
er costs, Western Maryland’s 
president has told the Inter-state 
Commerce Commission. 
W. Arthur Grotz of Western 
Maryland testified at an ICC 
hearing Monday that railroad 
lines like his cannot exist sep­ 
arately beside combinations of 
large railroads. 
“Constantly increasing costs of 
supplies and equipment, and the 
pressures of competition from 
motor carriers, water carriers, 
and pipelines, makes an early 
affiliation a matter of urgency,” 
Grotz told an ICC examiner. 
In other testimony, Walter J. 
Tuohy, B&O president and CIO 
chief executive officer, declared 
that “Western Maryland’s home 
is obviously with the C&O-B&O 
system.” 
Also supporting W e s t e r n 
Maryland’s application was Jo­ 
seph L. Stanton, executive di­ 
rector of the Maryland Port Au­ 
thority. 
B&O, owner of 43.94 per cent 
of Western Maryland stock since 
927, has been unable to vote it 
necause of a 932 ICC order plac­ 
ing the stock in a voting trust 
C&O, which has 90 per cent 
control of B&O, has scquired 
20.83 per cent of Western Mary­ 
land stock during the last sever 
a1 years. 


Cambodians 
Sent Troops 
To Viet Cong 


SAIGON, 
South 
Viet 
Nam 
(AP) — The South Vietnamese 
Defense Ministry charged today 
that Cambodian troops and gun­ 
boats supported Viet Cong guer­ 
rillas in two attacks Monday on 
Vietnamese units near the Cam­ 
bodian border. 
A patrol moving within IOO 
yards of the border in Chau Doc 
Province was hit by Communist 
guerrillas 
supported 
by 
IOO 
Cambodian soldiers, the minis­ 
try charged. 
Mortar fire zeroed in on the 
government patrol from across 
the boder, killing three men 
and wounding one, the ministry 
said. The Viet Cong and Cambo­ 
dians withdrew after 20 minutes 
when 
Vietnamese 
reinforce­ 
ments 
arrived, 
the 
ministry 
added. 
Two hours later, four Cambo­ 
dian patrol boats moved up a 
canal and blasted an outpost in 
the area killing one Vietnamese 
soldier, the ministry said. 
In Phnom Penh, the Cambo­ 
dian 
capital, the Cambodian 
chief of state, Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk, said the talks his gov­ 
ernment will open Dec. 7 in New 
Delhi, India, with the United 
States would deal essentially 
with the halting of “aggression” 
against Cambodia from South 
Viet Nam. 
Sihanouk said the question of 
Cambodia’s frontiers and re­ 
sumption of American and 
to 
Cambodia would not be dis­ 
cussed. He added that even if 
the talks yield positive results, 
Cambodia will break relations 
with the United States immedi­ 
ately if its attacked again.

Six Buddhist monks and one 
nun burned themselves to death 
during the summer of 1963 in 
their campaign against the Ngo 
Dinh Diem regime. Diem was 
overthrown and slain in a mili­ 
tary coup on Nov. I, 1963. 
Houng has crushed Buddhist 
demonstrations against his gov­ 
ernment with force, and a num­ 
ber of devout Buddhists are dis­ 
gusted with the political machi­ 
nations of their leaders.

Thant Moves to Stall 
Showdown on Finances

Fhant today called in represent­ 
atives of the four big power 
and other key delegations in an 
affort to head off a U.S.-Soviet 
;onfrontation on U.N. finances in 
the General Assembly. 
Thant’s move came amid re­ 
ports that the inaugural session 
of the 112-nation assembly might 
either be postponed temporar­ 
ily ar adjourned quickly after 
its scheduled opening at S p.m. 
Behind • the - scenes diplo­ 
matic activity was intense as the 
opening hour approached with­ 
out a solution of the deadlock 
which 
created 
one 
of 
the 
gravest crises ever faced by the 
world organization. 
Thant was understood to be 
trying to pin down an agree­ 
ment on just what could be done 
to forestall a confrontation later 
in the day on the Soviet Un­ 
ion’s refusal to pay for U.N. 
peacekeeping operations. 
Soviet Foreign Minister An­ 
drei Gromyko proposed that the 
opening meeting of the assem­ 
bly’s 1964 session this afternoon 
confine itself to routine actions 
by acclamation. These would* 
include election of Alex Quai- 
soo-Sackey of Ghana as presi­ 
dent and perhaps of the 13 vice 
presidents, and the admissio nof 
Malwai, Malta and Zambia to 
U.N. membership. Then the as­ 
sembly would recess for a day 
or two to allow more time for 
negotiations on the financial 
issue. 
This would forestall a formal 
vote on which the United States 
could invoke Article 19 of the 
U.N. Charter. It provides that a 
U.N. member more than two 
years in arrears on its dues 
shall lose its vote in the assem­ 
bly. The Soviet Union’s refusal 
to

Informed sources doubted the 
United States would agree to the 
brief postponement. They said 
the United Sates wans a longer 
deferral of the matter and also 
a Soviet committment to negoti­ 
ate on future peacekeeping ar­ 
rangements.

had proposed such a temporary 
solution providing for the as­ 
sembly to take up only noncon­ 
troversial

Gromyko 
rejected 
Thant’s 
proposal Monday, saying the

Three by - elections c o u l d 
change the whole trend of poli­ 
tics in Britain, so narrow is the 
margin of Labor’s supremacy in 
Parliament. And quite possibly 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson 
has already set things in motion 
to bring about his own downfall. 
The Labor embargo on arms 
shipments to South Africa could 
conceivably play a quick part 
in an early change. This embar­ 
go is the result of Mr. Wilson’s 
insistence on a moral issue; he 
does not wish to send arms to 
South Africa that could be used 
internally to uphold the doctrine 
of apartheid that keeps blacks 
and whites isolated from each 
other in what might be called 
parallel communities. The trou­ 
ble 
with 
the 
moralistic 
ap­ 
proach to British foreign pol­ 
icy, however, is that it begs all 
sorts of ethical questions and, 
at the same time, exposes the 
nation to grave dangers that 
could threaten what remains of 
Britain’s old place in the world. 
It makes no consistent sense, 
morally, to try to discourage 
trade with South Africa and, at 
the same time, advocate the di­ 
version of that trade to Austra­ 
lia, which won’t even let people 
of color into an underpopulated 
land of continental proportions. 
Neither does it make any moral 
sense to expose British citizens 
all around the globe to the dan­ 
gers flowing from a practical 
policy that 
could 
accentuate 
British weakness. 
If British exports to South Af­ 
rica continue at the rate of the 
first seven months of 1964 they 
will total $600,000,000 for the 
year. This is a sizeable sum of 
money, and it represents a good 
deal of employment in the Brit 
ish Isles. Cutting off the export 
of small arms to South Africa 
won’t make much of a dent in 
a six hundred million figure. 
But one thing can lead to anoth

And the South Afri­ 
cans have already received frig­ 
ates and helicopters from Brit­ 
ain. All of these are required to 
carry out South Africa's part in 
defending the naval base at Si- 
monstown w'hich the British are 
using to protect their own sea 
route around the Cape of Good 
Hope. 
The trouble is that South Af­ 
rica has a need for more naval 
defense units, including subma­ 
rines. Orders for these would 
normally go to Britain; they 
would create employment in the 
Clydeside and other B r i t i s h 
yards, which would mean a con­ 
tinuing supply of votes for the 
Labor government. If the orders 
are to go elsewhere in the fu­ 
ture, either through Mr. Wil­ 
son’s action or South African re­ 
prisal, the Labor Party might 
have to say goodbye to those 
votes.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson, far more wrapped 
up in home problems than for­ 
eign ones, has had a year to 
prepare himself for asserting 
world leadership. 
He bas asserted very little of 
it yet in any truly visible way. 
Just because his foreign experi­ 
ence is limited, it remains to be 
seen how good he is in this field, 
or if he is good at all. 
At this moment American for­ 
eign leadership is beginning to 
look a little beat up and tat­ 
tered. Two good examples: the 
disintegrating war in Viet Nam 
and this country’s rickety NATO 
alliance wth the West Euro­ 
peans. 
But he must prove himself 
soon, for time is running out on 
him. 
Today two of his biggest im­ 
mediate problems were in his 
lap, seeking solution: What to 
do about the Soviet Union in the 
United Nations and how to win 
the Vietnamese war or at least 
not lose it in total disaster. 
Perhaps in his first year, 
when he had simply inherited 
the presidency, Johnson was 
reluctant to be pushy in foreign 
affairs, wondering if he could 
claim the full endorsement of 
the nation. 
He can have no such reluc­ 
tance now after the approval he 
got in his landslide election vic­ 
tory. 
He has provided none of the 
sense of life and movement that 
distinguished President John F. 
Kennedy in foreign affairs, even 
when he accomplished little or 
blundered, as he did in the Cu­ 
ban invasion disaster of 1961. 
In time the action and good­ 
will Kennedy put into foreign 
affairs may be considered his 
greatest 
contribution 
to 
the 
presidency. At the same time, 
he was no match for Johnson in 
getting programs through Con­ 
gress. 
Johnson, as President since 
Kennedy’s 
death, 
necessarily 
has had final say in this coun­ 


try’s foreign decisions. But theyi 
have had none of Kennedy’s 
shine if only for the reason that 
while Kennedy acted in f u l l 
view of the nation and the world 
with his decisions and his pro­ 
grams, Johnson has called the 
shots most of the time from off­ 
stage and out of view, using 
aides as emissaries. 
Since that fatal Nov. 22, 1963, 
in Dallas, Johnson seems to 
have had three main occupa­ 
tions, all of them domestic: get­ 
ting 
programs 
through Con­ 
gress, running for election, and 
in the weeks since then at his 
Texas ranch getting his 1965 
budget and programs ready for 
the Congress returning in Janu­ 
ary. 
In his first year Kennedy put 
the Peace Corps in motion, 
stepped up the Vietnamese war, 
ordered tile resumption of nu­ 
clear tests after the Soviet Un­ 
ion broke the test-ban moratori­ 
um, met with the then Soviet 
premier, Nikita Khrushchev, in 
Vienna, with French President 
Charles de Gaulle in Paris and 
with then British Prime Minis­ 
ter Harold Macmillan in Lon­ 
don. 
Johnson inherited a bad situa­ 
tion in Viet Nam, but it has 
steadily 
been getting worse. 
Just a few weeks before he too* 
office, 
President 
Ngo 
Dinh 
Diem was assassinated and a 
new 
government 
took 
over. 
Since then, one regime after an 
other has been toppled. 
Meanwhile, the Communist

guerrillas of North Viet Nam 
have been making hash of the 
resistance put up by the Ameri­ 
can-backed South Vietnamese, 
who at this minute seem to be 
falling apart. 
Now the American ambassa­ 
dor to Saigon, Maxwell D. Tay­ 
lor, is home to confer with John 
son today on how to win or at 
least escape 
disaster.

Johnson’s order to use Ameri­ 
can planes in rescuing hostages 
held by Congo rebels has caused 
a storm. And with Khrushchev 
thrown out, Johnson

AKRON, Ohio (AP)-Accused 
of violating probation, Korean 
War turncoat Lowell D. Skin­ 
ner faces a possible prison sen­ 
tence of one to five years for his 
fourth arrest since returning 
from Red China in August 1963.

D. Adams of Akron was describ 
ed both as a check juggler who 
tried to defraud an Akron bank 
Df $124,319 and as an inspired 
patriot who had no intent to de­ 
fraud as his trial opened in U.S. 
district court here. 
Elmer A. Giulian, assistant 
U.S. attorney, said in his open­ 
ing 
statement 
Monday 
that 
Adams, 50, used more than 5,- 
000 worthless pieces of paper to 
defraud the Bowery branch of 
the Dime Bank of Akron. 
Adams’ attorney, Christopher 
T. Cherpas, told the jury 
in 
Judge James C. Connell’s court­ 
room Adams was “borrowing” 
money to aid in a bloodless 
revolution in Haiti. 
Giuliani 
said 
bank officers 
would tell how Adams set up 
accounts in two banks and used 
his registration with the U. S. 
Department of Justice as a for­ 
eign agent of Parti National 
as a means of gaining confi­ 
dence of the bankers. Parti Na- 
t i o n a I e was a revolutionary 
group in Haiti after Francois 
Duvalier became dictator there 
Adams had a scheme that 
worked like this, according to 
Giuliani: 
He would draw checks rang­ 
ing from $6,500 in the beginning 
to more than $60,000 at the end 
of an 18-month period cm an ac­ 
count in the Albion Bank of Al­ 
bion, Mich., and cash them in 
Akron. In all, there were 5,127 
checks written for a total of $14 
million. 
“Then, he would rush the 
money from the checks to Al­ 
bion, after he had deducted $1,- 
OOO for himself. The cash was 
deposited in Albion to cover the 
checks. 
“Adams knew that it would 
take four or five days for the 
checks to clear from Akron to 
Albion and that gave him time 
to take the money there.”
